At a meeting of the bankers of the 
Eighth district, at Lawrenceburg. res¬ 
olutions were adopted declaring in 
favor of the plan for bank inspection 
which has been determined upon by 
Dr. Ben L. Bruner, secretary of state. 
The bankers all thought Inspection 
of the state bank!) would be a good 
thing for the banks and the fact that 
the banks will be inspected voluntarily 
will do much to hold confidence of the 
depositors. But only a few banks 
have shown any disinclination to be 
inspected and the great majority like 
the plan proposed by Dr. Bruner. He 
is sending out circular letters explain¬ 
ing the system of bank inspection and 
the contract which is to be signed by 
the banks agreeing to pay the cost of 
inspection of their institutions. These 
will be made public later so that the 
public will know what the bank in¬ 
spection is. and what it means.

Four Men Accused of Murder Nearly 
Gain Liberty. 


Catlettsburg. Ky.—A desperate at¬ 
tempt was made by the prisoners in 
the Boyd county jail to make their 
escape. While Jailer Debord waB at 
tending a coroner's inquest several of 
the prisoners succeeded in prying 
loose some heavy iron bars, and by 
using them as levers had displaced 
some of the lighter bars between their 
cells and the day ball until they had 
a hole almost large enough to have 
permitted their exit. Someone heard 
the noise and Jailer Debord. Police 
man Tom Salyer, of this city; Chief 
of Police Harrold. of Guyandotte, and 
John VanHooz, a Baldwin detective, 
who happened to be present, ran to 
the jail and confronted the men with 
drawn pistols and drove them back.

BANK3 TO BE EXAMINED, 

Work to Begin September 1—Examin¬ 
ers Must Give $10,000 Bond. 

Frankfort. — Secretary of State 
Bruner will examine the banks of Ken¬ 
tucky beginning with September 1. He 
has mailed copies of an agreement be¬ 
tween the secretary of slate and the 
state banking institutions, to the 481 
state banks and banking institutions.

by a committee of five business men 
and practical bankers. Brtfner has 
fixed the bond of the bank “xamlners 
at $10,000, and the banks will be ex¬ 
amined under the provisions of the 
Senate Bill 199,. which passed the gen¬ 
eral, assembly March. 1910, and was 
known as the bank examiners’ bill.

Popular Brother of the Late King 
Edward Is Reported to Be Slated 
for Head of the Dominion 
Government. 


Ottawa, Can.—If the present pro¬ 
gram Is adhered to the next gov¬ 
ernor general of Canada will be 
the Duke of Connaught, brother of the 
late King Edward. Such was the de- 
sire of the deceased monarch, and the 
probabilities are that the new King 
will not oppose the program. Can¬ 
ada appreciates the distinguished hon¬ 
or of having at the head of her gor 
ernment as the representative of the 
mother country so eminent a member 
of the royal family. . Never before has 
one of the royal family occupied such 
a position, though Queen Victoria’s 
daughter, a sister of the duke, was 
for years a resident of the Dominion 
when her husband, the Marquis of 
Lome, now the Duke of Argyle, was 
governor general. At the same time

to talk Interestingly of the busl- 
\ ness In which his firm Is engaged. 
There are nearly a dozen firms 
In New York city that carry on 
an Immense business in the trans¬ 
portation of animals fresh from 
the jungle. And this number, of course, does not 
tnclude. such'immense foreign animal firms as the 
Hagenbacks. It is a paying business, as Indeed, 
are all businesses where the demand exceeds the 
supply. The demand for wild beasts is far greater 
than the supply, and as a consequence prices are 
good, and the dealers men of wealth. The extent 
of this demand may be appreciated when one con¬ 
siders that most of the great cities in the United 
States have zoological parks or menageries, and 
that the animals are constantly being purchased 
by them. Then there are private collectors and 
circuses and the like, that are ever ready to pay 
the highest prices for desirable animals. The ani¬ 
mal dealer who could secure and bring to this 
country three or four gorillas would make a small 
fortune. But no dealer has ever succeeded In do¬ 
ing this. The gorillas die in a few weeks in cap¬ 
tivity; they could not stand an ocean trip for a 
day. 

A rusty old German liner lumbers noisily Into 
Quarantine, and then Ilea motionless on the tide. 
An officer, with broad, red, bewhiskered face, 
stands at the head of the companion ladder, and 
he smiles a peculiar smile, as a husky screaming 
ululatlon rises from below. ‘The animals are get- r 
ting hungry,’’ he explains; "you know we have 
several hundred of them on the ’tween decks. 
Want to see them? All right" In another minute 
probably the most competent animal man In the 
world Is at our side. He is uot a trainer, or even 
a tamer; he is more. He is a sort of animal cook, 
and his special business Is the personal manage¬ 
ment of wild animal tours. He receives them— 
lions, tigers, leopards, elephants, everything else 
—at Hamburg, where they have been brought 
fresh frpm their native wilds, and not only super¬ 
intends their shipment aboard a vessel bound for 
New York, but he sails with them to make sure 
that they arrive safely and In good health. And 
be sure that if the tiger gets off on his diet and 
needs a nice fresh live rabbit to tone up hl9 sys¬ 
tem, this man will be aware of the fact almost 
before the tiger Is—and. ergo, a nice big Jumping 
ounny Is sacrificed in accordance with the pre¬ 
cepts of wild beast materia medica. Then, too, 
one can never tell Just when the big boa is go¬ 
ing to rouse from his last gorge; when he does 
he wants a toothsome young goat, and he wants 
It fy'l ck. It Is a part of the animal man’s duties 
to anticipate the boa’s appetite with all possible 
expedition. 

He is a quiet, unassuming man. with stoop 
shoulders and bushy whiskers, and he leads the 
way to the ’tween decks without a word. Per¬ 
haps the uninitiated may believe that a tour 
through the animal Bectlon of a freight-carrying 
vessel Is an unimpressive experience. Well, let 
them try It and see! This can be said at the out- 
get—It Is somewhat different from a menagerie. 
It means something to come Into close proximity 
to a hundred and odd wild animals that have been 
ruthlessly snatched from their lairs In Africa or 
Asia, or elsewhere, and clapped Into little barred 
boxes, not as large as dry goods cases; slammed 
in and out of dark holes in the vessels of several 
seas on the way to Hamburg; then finally placed 
In the stygian Tween decks of a Oerman hooker. 

The swinging cross seas of the North Atlantic 
have not improved their tempers, or their nerv¬ 
ous systems. Mid the visitor at Quarantine is 
quickly impressed with that fact. The howls and 
whines and the barks cease abruptly as the stran¬ 
gers enter. Fofe they bring the smell of land, and 
the great beasts sniff Inquiringly, and hungrily, 
too. 

The cages lined both sides of the gloomy space, 
with a little passageway between the boxes.

the grasshoppers are thickest. If 
the Insects are Invading a garden or 
potato patch, It Is well to scatter the 
bran mash about the borders. In 
the fields of alfalfa or grain, the 
bran should be scattered where the 
grasshoppers congregate on ditch 
banks and dry places. All the In¬ 
sects will not find and eat it, but many 
will and often the crop can be fairly 
well protected. The writer has never 
used this preparation against young 
grasshoppers, but some farmers state 
that the crops may be completely pro¬ 
tected by Its use, while others claim 
that they will not eat it 
Of course, it will not do to scatter 
his substance where chickens will 
be likely to pick it up, and none of 
the mixture must be left where do¬ 
mestic animals are apt to get it or 
be fed from the vessel.

In spite of the fact that a great 
deal of work has been done by exper¬ 
iment stations on grasshoppers, no 
royal road to control has yet been 
found.

One of the favorite remedies Is ar¬ 
senic bran mash. This Is made by 
mixing one pound of white arsenic 
with 25 pounds of brdn.

To 
overcome this difficulty, the arsenic 
may first be collected by adding a lit 
tie dry paint. 

After the bran and arsenic are well 
mixed they should be moistened with 
water. Put in Just enough to make 
the particles stick together. This
